Profound changes have taken place in the U. S. A. in the 
recent’ period. The transition of the crisis into a depression 
of a spécial kind, lasting already two years, did not bring pros- 
pects of an upsurge in the economy of the country. Instabil- 
ity and lack of assurance in the morrow remain the dominat- 
ing features of the entire economic life in the U. S. A. The 
New Deal nolicy and the N. R. A. in the conditions of de- 
pression helped American capitalism to pass through the 
difficult period of 1933. But, at the same time, it aided to a 
certain extent to let loose those ‘economic and political ten- 
dencies of capitalism which are growing out of the entire 
development of the crisis and the depression and the intensifi- 
cation of the general crisig of capitalism (the acceleration of 
the concéntration of capital in the hands of monopolist 

_ corporations which are conducting a still harsher policy to- 
~— wards the masses, the strengthening of fascist tendencies, 


etc.).

racy and sectarian remnants in the ranks of the Party and 
adherents of the revolutionary trade union movement, to 
achieve, by all means, real work in the ‘unions of the A. F. 
of L. The Communists and other advanced workers must 
develop a wide strike movément, fighting on the basis of 
trade union democracy for the leadership of the struggle, in 
in spite of the sabotage and the treachery of the trade union 
bureaucrats, for the demands of the workers, for the recogni- 
tion of the trade unions, against wage cuts and for higher 
wages, especially in view of the rise. of prices, for the reduc- 
tion of the working day without a reduction in earnings, for 
social insurance, unemployment relief, etc: 

2. The Party must take the initiative in the sictgel 
for the unity of the trade unions, for their industrial structure, 
the organization of the unorganized and amalgamation on 
the basis of trade union democracy, the autonomy of indi- 
vidual trade unions in their internal affairs within the frame- 

~ wock of general affiliation to the A. F. of L., simultaneously 
struggling to destroy the policy of company unionism. 

3. The Party fractions must win the revolutionary 
unions for a struggle for trade union unity by methods 
which correspond to the concrete conditions in each indus- « 
try. The existing revolutionary trade unions and their locals 
join the A. F. of L. or its unions wherever there exist 
parallel mass A. F. of L. trade unions, or the Red trade 
unions can join the A. F. of L. directly. The form of such 
fusion depends upon the relationship of forces between the 
revolutionary trade union and the A. F. of L. union. 

However, in all conditions, the revolutionary unions and 
their branches, collectively deciding their action, showld at- 
tempt to join the A. F. of L. unions as organized units, not 
weakening their mass work, but, on the contrary, utilizing 
their entrance into the A. F. of L. as a means of more widely 
mobilizing the working masses around the revalutionary 
leadership, organizing and distributing their forces so as to 
have the possibility of exercising a maximum amount of in- 
fluence on the work of the A. F. of L. unions. In those cases 
when collective joining is not possible, members of the Red 
unions should join the unions of the A. F. of L, individually. 


When adopting a decision for any particular Red trade 
union to enter the A. F. of L., or for a Red trade union to 
fuse with some A. F. of L. union, it 1s mecessary to carry 
on advanca, serious explanatory work among the trade union 
masses, so; that members of the Red trade union will under- 
stand the’ necessity for such a political step, so that after 
fusion there will be an increase in the revolutionary activity of 
the members of the Red trade union in the A. F. of L. union, 


4. Only those revolutionary unions, whose entrance into 
the A. F. of L. at the present time is impossible in practice, 
will temnorarily continue to exist independently, extending 
their mass basis, energetically recruiting new workers. At 
the same time, they should carry out the united front with 
the A. F. of L. unions and the independent unions, struggling 
consistently for trade union unity and their entrance into the 
A. F. of L., and helping in the general strengthening of the 
position of the revolutionary trade union movement. 

When raising as the chief task the work in the trade 
unions of the A. F. of L., at the same time Communists must 
not to any extent weaken the work in the independent unions, 
as was pointed out in previous decisions. However, in view 
of the changing conditions of trade union work, which de-

QUESTIONS ON PAGE 5, Col.5 


1—(Answer)—We _ continue to 
expose the reactionary leaders 
of the A. F. of L. But we must 
be careful not to criticize them 
merely because they are ‘in a’ po- 
sition of leadership and we’ are 
not. Our criticisms must be based 
on specific actions, or failure to 
act, which we can prove to be 
against the interests of the rank 
and file of the members. 

We must be careful, in our crit- 
icisms, not to confuse the A. F. of 
L. as a whole with the misleaders, 
as well as not to label every one 
in office in the A. F. of L. as a 
misleader merely because he is 
in office. Our criticism must’ be 
made as trade unionists, working 
with other sincere elements in the 

F. of L. for the best interests 
of the labor movement. 

2—(Answer)—No. Where the 
A. F. of L. union ‘in the same 
field will not accept into full 
membership the revolutionary trade 
union as a body, the members of 
our trade union should join the A. 
F. of L. union individually, as any 
unorganized worker would.

There was then the perspective 
of uniting these unions, also, under 
an independent federation. 


Now, however, this is no longer 
a realistic perspective. The inde 
pendent unions are not growing 
The split- 
ting movement from the A, F. of 
L. have been halted by concessions 
granted at the last A. F. of L. 
conventions fer industrial unions. 


In this new situation, where 
masses of militant workers are 
in the A. F, of L., the organiza- 
tion of an Independent Federa- 
tion of Labor would weaken the 
basis of tthe trade umon move: 
ment. This does not mean, how- 
ever, that the idea of an _ inde- 
endent federation is abandoned 
or ever. Whether jt will again be 
our immediate aim depends upon 
future developments. 


4—(Answer)—No. This body 
has a specific task to perform, the 
winning of the support of the A. 
F. of L. unions for. the Workers 
Unemployment Insurance Bill. Al- 
ready this has been accomplished 
with 2400 local unions and seven 
national unions. Any attempt to 
turn this body into a comprehen- 


& 


sive “minority movement” would 
definitely hinder, if not actually 
destroy, the effectiveness of the 
movement. Its influence is so 
great that it furnishes a broad 
recruiting ground for: new torces 


in the revolutionary movement. It. 


is performing a function more 
valuable than to try itself to be- 
come the organizational form for 
the revolutionary movement in the 
trade unions. ¢ 


5—(Answer)—Such organization- 
al forms would tend,to limit to 
Communists and close sympathiz- 
ers the carrying out of our revo- 
lutionary trade union policy. We 
must find such _ organizational 
forms, in every case, as will lead 


‘to the Communists becoming the 


decisive trade union force, winning 
elective positions and the support 
of the masses in the trade unions. 
One or another of the regular 
trade union organs should be used 
—a ready made organizational 
form which arises out of the es- 
tablished life of the particular 
union; either a local union in 
which we gain control, a district 
council, or other body of elected 
delegates. * 


6—In cases where Communists 
organize hitherto unorganized 
workega&s into a trade union, do we 
organize them into an independent 
union? a 


. 6—(Answer)—We should apply 
for an A. F. of L. charter, for the 
same general reasons that we are 
sending’ our revolutionary trade 
unions into the A. F. of L. 


Such a union, organized by our- 
selves, would mean our comrades. 
being’ the most active, would win 
the elective positions, and gan. 
control of the union for a militant 
class struggle policy. This would 
be reflected in the A. F. of L. as 
a whole, and strengthen our in- 
fluence all along the line, through 
our elected delegates to Central
